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SEED  REPORT  -  1936 


The  amount  of  money  spent  in  1936  for  the  seed  used  In  growing  seven 
leading  crops  (hay,  whett,  corn,  oats,  barley,  rye  and  buckwheat)   in  Pennsyl- 
vania was  approximately  $,6,000,000  and  the  value  of  the  crops  produced  was 
estimated  at  $126,000,000.     In  addition  to  the  above  seven  crops  millions  of 
dollars  were  expended  for  seeds  used  in  growing  vegetables,  flowers  and  seeding 
of  lawns . 

There  are  approximately  3,000  seedsmen  in  Pennsylvania  whom  the  seed 
inspectors  visit  annually.     Samples  dravm  from  the  seeds  offered  for  sale  are 
sent  to  the  Seed  Laboratory  where  they  are  carefully  examined,  analyzed  for 
purity  and  tested  for  germination  by  trained  seed  analysts.     If  it  is  foxmd  that 
the  seeds  are  below  the  standards  of  quality  set  by  the  seed  law  or  are  not  as 
represented,  they  are  taken  from  the  market  or  the  penalties  provided  by  the  law 
are  imposed. 

The  value  of  the  seed  inspection  work  to  farmers  and  seedsmen  of  the 
state  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  The  farmer  is  informed  as  to  the  quality  of  seeds  offered 
for  sale  and  protected  against  the  dishonest  seedsmen,  many  of  \7h0m  are  without 

2.  The  farmer  secures  a  better  quality  of  seeds,  higher  in 
purity  and  germination,  which  are  basic  factors  in  securing  a  good  crop  and 
better  returns  for  their  labor. 

3.  It  prevents  the  sale  of  seeds  which  contain  an  excess  amount 
of  weed  seeds  and  the  seeds  of  certain  noxious  weeds. 

4.  The  honest  seed  dealer  is  protected  against  the  dishonest 
dealer  who  will  sell  impure  and  low  quality  seeds  in  unfair  competition. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  -report  that  most  of  the  wholesale  and 
retail  seedsmen  are  cooperating  very  well  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Seed  Law.     The  result  Is  that  the  farmer  is  receiving  a  better  grade  of  seed 
than  ever  before.     Of  course,  there  are  still  some  farmers  who  buy  on  price 
instead  of  quality,  and  there  are  still  a  few  seedsmen  who  handle  a  poor  grade 
of  seeds. 

During  the  year  1936,  the  Seed  Laboratory  has  examined  approximately 
3,000  samples  of  seeds  collected  and  received  from  seed  dealers  and  farmers  in 
the  State. 

The  following  tables  give  a  general  summary  of  the  seed  control  work 
for  the  year  1936.     Only  inspection  samples  are  listed.     Those  sent  in  by  far- 
mers and  seedsmen  for  which  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per  sample  is  charged 
are  not  included  in  this  report. 

INFORMATION  FOR  SEEDSMEM 

Seedsmen  Responsible 

All  farm  seeds  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  quantities  of  ten 
pounds  or  more,  must  be  tagged.     The  tag  must  show  the  analysis  and  the  per- 
centage of  germination  with  the  date  when  the  germination  test  was  made.  The 
seedsman  may  deliver  the  tag  to  the  purchaser,  or  he  may  tag  the  bag  or  contain- 
er in  which  the  seeds  are  exposed  or  offered  for  sale.     If  the  former  method  is 
used,  the  seedsman  sometimes  forgets  to  deliver  the  tag  to  the  purchaser.  It 
Is  better  and  easier  for  the  seedsman  to  make  sure  that  the  tag  is  attached  to 
the  bag  or  container  in  a  conspicuous  place  where  the  purchaser  can  see  it. 

Retailer  and  Wholesaler 

Both  retailer  and  wholesaler  within  the  state  are  responsible,  but  the 
retailer  should  always  demand  that  the  wholesaler  shall  tag  the  bag,  giving  the 
information  required  by  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law.     If  the  retailer  suspects 
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that  the  seed  Is  not  properly  labeled,  or  is  not  of  good  quality,  he  should 
have  it  tested.     He  may  have  this  done  by  sending  a  sample  to  a  commercial  seed 
laboratory  or  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Harrisburg,  Pa. 


Information  Required  on  Tag 

It  is  a  violation  of  the  Seed  La-v  to  sell  seeds  unless  the  following 
information  is  given  on  the  tag: 

1.  Comm.on  name  of  seed 

2.  Percentage  of  purity 

3.  Percentage  of  weed  seeds 

4.  Wame  and  number  per  ounce  of  the  noxious  weeds  present 

5.  Percentage  of  germination  A'ith  date  when  test  was  made 

6.  Name  and  address  of  the  retailer 

The  requirements  for  mixtures  are  somewhat  different.  (See 
Sections  5  and  6  of  Seed  Law) . 


Prohibition 
It  is  unlawful  to  sell  the  following: 

1.  Seeds  that  contain  more  than  3'^  weed  seeds. 

2.  Seeds  that  contain  more  than  one  seed  of  dodder  or  one 
seed  of  Canada  thistle  in  five  grams. 


Penalty 

A  Violation  of  the  Seed  Law  is  a  misdemeanor  for  which  a  maximum  fine 
of  $200.00  may  be  imposed. 


Visitations  by  Inspectors 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  an  in- 
spector visit  each  seedsman  at  least  once  a  year.     If  the  bags  are  properly 
tagged  at  all  times  the  seedsman  will  always  be  ready  for  the  inspector.
